‘A report comes from Toronto tiat forty 
Chinese aro to be doported from British Colum- 
bia as tho outcome of investigations which re- 
suited in the oxposure of s conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Government of the head tax. An 
hgoncy, which has headquarters at Hongkong 
and Vasconvor, professed to bring over ‘Chinese 
merchants, The suspicions of the Government 
wors sronsed as to tho bond jides‘of these 
“merchants,” and an officor was assignoil to board 
the Express of Chins ot Victoria, Io dis- 
covered 22 Chinese, with passports, who wero, 
obviously not merchants, although described 
ns sich. They had boon shippod by tho Hong- 
kong agont to “Vancouver, snd ull had 
considerable sumaof money. Kighteon suspects 
wero also taken from the Hmpreay of India 
upon the arrival of that vessel at Viclorin. 

During recont years, howevor, there has been 
achangein the attitude’ of British Columbia 
towards Oriental immigration, and the Chinese 
olomont is now looked upon more favourably 
than tho Japanese. Canada regards with some 
concorn tho fact that the Asiatiy movement 
is extending upon Winnipeg. Chines “boys” 
can earn $69 por month, and as long as there is, 
such o scarcity of white houso servants the 
Chinaman will continue tobe employed.

An American loan .of ten millions slerling to 


China wos pnnouncel this week, aud London | 


financiers aro asking on what security the loan 
is based. Tho. contract entered into between 
the Chinese ‘Government and the American 
syndicate stipulates that the money far- 
nishod shall be wed exclustvely by the 
Government to reform the Chineso ourreucy 
system. ‘The mothods to be adoptel by China 
to carry this ont ore not known, and it is felt 
that the omount of ten millions ia not sufficient 
to place tke currency on. stable and safe gold 
basis. Although the money will bo provided by 
Amerioon. bankers, there is nothing to prevent 
European bankers from participating, ond in 
all probability tho balk of the money vill ‘come 
from Europe. At tho same time America has 
played a shtewd game in ihe politico-financial 
diplomacy of the Far East, and she will get alk 
the credit in Chinese oyes, . 

The loan is causing some mild surprise and 
comment.in London. Ono critic assorts that 
the Amoricans are not usually: regarded-as in 
business merely for philanthropic purposes,

In some’ quarters it is 
thought that the security offered has made. the 
deal worth while from the Ameriona point of 
view.
